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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

[0001] This applicant is a continuation of U.S. Patent Application No. 09/481,451 filed 
January 11, 2000, now Patent No. 6,797,306, which claims, under 35 U. S. C. § 1 19(e), the 
benefit of priority of the filing of March 18, 1999 of U.S. Provisional Patent Application filed on 
the aforementioned date having the title "Roller Manifold For Forming A Continuous Sheet Of 
Viscous Material" listing Kenneth R. Fahs, Franco X. Milani, and Shawn L. Owens as inventors 
and having Serial No. 60/125,195, the entire contents of which are incorporated herein by 
reference. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 17-34 and 45-48 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest an apparatus for forming a sheet of molten 
viscous material, comprising a discharging manifold having a hollow interior chamber with one 
open side, a manifold inlet opening into the chamber and attached to piping, a discharge opening 
for discharging the molten viscous material from the chamber onto a casting surface, and a roller 
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rotatably mounted adjacent to the chamber forming a gap between an outer surface of the roller 
and the casting surface in order to continuously extrude the molten viscous material from the gap 
of the discharge opening.
